A No, not of the Einsatzkommandos, I kne% however, that the Security 
police worked in the east. 
Q But, you did not know the exact activities of those Binsatzkommaddos? 
A No. 
Q Is it correct that a certain number of the commandos of the Einsatzkommand 
in France came from the eastern territory? 
A Yes, some of the commandos came from the east, 
Q Is it correct that arrested members of enemy commandos were interro= 
geted by the SD? | 
As far as I know they were always only interrogated by Department 4. 
Your personal deputy was Dr. Schmidt, was he not? 
No, he was not my deputy. 
What was his position? 
He was an adjutent. 
Was he a member of the SD, 


I don't know that exactly. He had been with the Waffen SS,

Q He was not connected with the SD?

Q You have already seen Document C-176, Exhibit GE 228 con cerning 
British commandoes arrested in the Bordéeux district? 

A Yes, 

Q You remember this document told of a telephone call from personal 
representative of the officer in charge of the Security Service in Paris, 

SS OBersturmfuehrer Dr. Schmidt to F.0.I.C.'s Flag lieutenant, regarding 
postponement of the es BN interrogations had not been concluded. "Inter- 
rogations up to daé@ have produced important information concerning orgenization 
and the training of British Commandos,"this document stated, 

A Yes, 

Q Is that correct, Answer by yes or no, 

A Yes, this execution was to be postponed so that Department 4, which 
was concerned with fighting sabotage and sabotage troops could get additional 
supplemental information. 

Q It is correct that members of Commando groups taken prisoners were 
handed over to the Sipe or the SD is it not? 

A Yes, but as I see from the Document, they had already been iea 
geted by the Mili tary Intelligence Staff.. 

Q If you take Page 710, it is the notice of December 9th saying at 
8 o'clock from Nantes that two prisoners were handed over to the SD at 
Bordeaux. Is the material which is found here correct? 


A Yes, but this refers to the Department 4 and the term SD is correct, 


Q You had special Commandos of the SD in Bordeaux, did you not? 


A In Bordeaux, there was only the office of the Commander, ) 7 
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Q And Hagen was commander of the SD was he not? 

A No, Hagen was with the office of the higher SS and police leader, 
Later he became his personal consultant. 

Q He had been the director for the commander of this office at Bordeaux? 

$ The heading of all those commanders was according to the Hitler order, 
was it not? 

A Yes, 

Q It was one of the missions of the SD to put out certain lists of sus- 
pected people was it not? 


A No, that really was not an SD mission, 


Q Whose mission was it? 


A Department 4 had an intelligence service of its own, 

Q If the SD found information available, it used it. did àt not and 
handed it over to the proper officials? 

A Yes, that could take place. 

Q In accordance with the army, a certain number of high French officials 
were arrested. It was up to the SD to find out the hiding places of those 
people who were to be arrested, was it not? 

A No, this was not a mission of the SD. This was taken care of by 
Department 4, 

Q To establésh the list was also up to Department 4? 

A Yes, 

Q The control and supervising of the checking up on the losing of arms 
by British and American airmen was this the duty of Amt. 4 or the SD, 


Q This was a mission of Department 4, 
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Q When you asked) during the meeting of the representatives of the 
army, when you complained not to have any execution forces in the Italian 
zone, you were talking about Sipe forces, were you not? 

A In those territories where there was no executive power, this question 
first had to be clarified by communicating with the foreign office or with the 
Brmy high command. 

Q I did not ask you how you got the power, I asked you to tell us 
whe taser you were talking of executive forces, did thet mean Sahe forces in 
the Italian zone? 

A As far as I know, there were no forces at all in the Italian zone, 

Q You dm't understand, I asked you when you complained during the 
meeting of the absence of German executive police forces, you were complaining 
that you had no Sipo forces in the Italian zone, were you not? 

A Yes, 

Q You told us already thet the Groups 6 and 2 of your office was 


dealing with the resistance movement, did you not? 
f 


A Yes. If when Department Bix gave information concerninglthi s intelli- 


gence y this intelligence also contained information concerning resittance 
movements, 
Q When you arrived in Paris in June, 1940, you were on a mission of the 
SD, were you not? 
A Yes, but this command also included members of Amt. 4, 
Q Yes, but it was a mission for the SD, was it not? 
No, for the RSHA. 
You mean for the SD Amts. 4, 3 and 6? 


Yes, 
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Q That is, then the members of your group were members of the SD? 


A With the first group of twenty people, there may have been a majority 
of SD members, 

Q During this first period, you were cooperating with the Einsatzstat 
Rosenberg, were you not? 

A I don't remember in detail, I believe the Hinsatzstat Rosenberg 
also took over and safeguarded books, documents and manuscripts. 

Q This was the reason why you got in touch with the Binsatzstat Rosen=- 


berg? 


A I found the Einsatzstat Rosenberg also cooperated directly with the 


military administration, 

Q Besides the army, this special task of the Einsatzstat Rosenberg 
worked directly with you? 

A Yes, 

Q So the report of this Binsatzstat Rosenberg is correct, It is Docu- 
ment 1015 PSBeRF 1323. This report says that the Jewish origin was checked 
and established in connection with the French authorities and the SD, 

A I have not seen the Document, 

(THE WITNESS IS HANDED THE DOCUMENT 1015 PSB.) 

I scanned this Document very quickly and see from it here that the 
Hinsatzstat Rosenberg inquired of the office of the SD relative to the people 
whose treasurers of art were mentioned, 

Q The SD answered thoee inquiries, did it not? 

A Yes, if the material was om hand the office probably answered. I 
believe that the execution of the carrying out of this and the work con- 


nected with the addresses, etc., was done by the office of the Einsetzstat 
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Rosenberg 2e that was one of the particular missions of the office. 

Q Is it correct that afterwards the offices of the BDS put at the dis- 
posal of Rosenberg seven hundred Jews taken out from the concentration camps 
end from police camps, where they were entered in order to allow Rosenber g's 
office to make the different listings of the art treasurers taken by this 
office, Was it in order to repair the lists of those objects? Is this 
correct? 

A This can only mean that this was carried out by the office of Damecher/ 
Brunner because Damecher had placed these Jews at his disposal, 

Q And Demecher's office was at Amt. 4, was it not? 

A No, I already mentioned that Damecher did not belong to Amt. 4, 

Q We will not go over the position of Damecher again as that has been 


made perfectly clear during the cross examination, You still maintain of

course that the Sipo and the SD had nothing to do with the stealing of art 


treasureks in France? 

A No, they had nothing to do with it as we did not have the right of 
requisitioning.

Q As to forced labor, you told us that the SD and Sipo had nothing 
to do with forced labor in France, is that correct? 

A Yes, if you are referring to the action of Sauckel, 

Q Do you remember the special police force created by Sauckel in 
France? 

A Yes, 

Q And the members of this special task force were recruited generaly 
among French citizens, were they not? 


A I don't remember what he did in detail, I do remember that he 
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modeled his work in France on the organization he had drawn up in other 
countries and had gentlemen of his office come to France in order to 

build up thie force, 

Q Dia the Bike ar SD help in this movement? 

A I don't know, 

Q I show you page 64 of Document F=827, RF 1518, 

(WITNESS IS SHOWN THE DOCUMENT. ) 

It is said in this Document, which is the ciecular sfxtke order 
coming from the Plenipotentiary of the work question in France, paragraph 
6, "The Commanders of the has and SD have received orders from the DDS 
to help by means of an official way the Binsatzdienststellen and tb carry 
out the necessary checking of operations of printing in a complete manner," 

A The aid referred to here refers only to checking up of persone whom 
Sauckel had been given for his organization in order to see whether these 
French people were safe as fer as security was concerned, 

Q So you cooperated in the esteblishment of this special force, did 
you not? Answer "yes" or "no?" 

A Yes and by means of instructions issued by the Higher SS Amt. Police 
leader after a conference with Sauchel in which he stated that here they 
were not going to have any German Police Executives, Yes, the Security 
Police was the office competent for these questions and no other executive 
organization could have been created without these missions, These were 
missions of absolute security and necessity. 

Q I think that explanation is sufficient. We have talked several 
times already about SS Styrmbannfuehrer Hagen, You told me that except for 


this sort of cooperation, no other cooperation had taken place between police ' 
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officers and Hagen, is that right? 

A Yes. There was also the cooperation on the part of Department 3, 
I don't know whether mexx names of recruited labor was submitted in order to 
check them as far as security was concerned, but I also consider that possible, 

Q Hagen knew$ perfectly well as far as the jurisdiction of the 
police was concerned, does he not? 

A Yes, 

l \o 

Q He knows the respective jurisdiction of the Stao and SD? 

A Yes, 

Q I want to reed to you the summing up of this routine letter or 
speech given August 27, 1943, concerning the organizing of forced labor, 
At this meeting, Hagen and Kiefer represented the BDS and I will reed the 
first paragraph. It is Document F¥816, Exhibit RF 1516, concerning the missions 
and tasks of the Secret Police and SD for lebor enforcement in France and 
SS Sta@rmbannfuehrer Hagen is speaking; The manifold tasks of the SS securing 
of pesce and order in cooperation with the French Police proper utilization 
and employment of the French Police for German interests, furthermore political 
intellizence and counter security missions concerning the Security Police 
executive fighting against Communism and Antienational movements."

COLONEL ORLOV; No questions, 
BY LT. HARRIS; 

Q I woulå like to ask one or two very short questions, How many 
Gestapo members and SD men did you have in your command as commander of the 
=F hae SD in France? 

A Do you mean Gestapo men? Men who were such by profession? 

A Yes in general. 

A I have not the number at hand this minute, but I believe that I 
mentioned the number before. As far as I know, of professional Gestapo 
men, there were between sixty and eighty. 

Q What means in general of disciplince was followed for members of the 
Gestapo and SD in France? 

A The only possible means I had of taking disciolinary measures was 
giving these people a few days rest in custody, but there was a chairman 
of an investigating committee and he had a member of the investigating 
committee who handled all these questions then passed on his information 
either to the RSHA or to the SS Amt. Police Courts and the proper sentences 


were then given. 


Q If a man was unsatisfactory to you, how did you get him transferred 


out of your command?

A If this man had committed offenses of any kind, the investigator 
was informed. If what the man had done was not a real penal offense, I 
tried to settle the matter by consulting the personnel office without 
referring the matter to the Investigation Chairman. 

Q In some cases these persons were sent to the active military 
service, were they not? 

A Yee, they were then given a so-called front proving of ability. 

Q Sending these men to the front military action was a good means 
of maintaing control over them, was it not? 

A Yes, of course, 

Q They all knew thet if they did not carry out their jobs effectively, 
they were likely to be sent to the front for dangerous duty, did they not? 

A Yes, that is so, 

f These sentences »which were passed for front service were usually passed 
by Himmler,. Personally this decision could not be given by the Investigation 
Chairman or by the SS and Police Corps. This assignment to the so-called 
"LosT Battalion" was as far as I know not passed by the SS and Police Courts, 
but by Himmler. Personally, I don't know that in detail, 

Q Actually if some member of the Gestapo in France did not like his job 
there, he either had to keep that job or go to the front for active military 
duty, did he not? 


A Yes, or punished, The sentences that were passed in individual cases 


were of course always different. 


Q No more questions, 
BY DR. MERKEL; 


Q Did I understand you to tell the prosecutor that you were not a 


member of the SS? 
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A I said that I became a member of the SD, but I did not know if 
this was meant that I became a member of the SS. My identification card 
gave my rank and after it said "Member of the SD." 

Q Do you mean to say that your rankws Obersturmbannfuhrer and 
Standartenfuhrer and that you were not at the time a member of the ss? 

You mean that you received this rank only es a result of the ordinating 
decree you took? How do you explain that? 

A Because I never did any service with any SS unit and never hed any 
duties within the general SS. I never belonged to any SS Stumbann or 
SS Standarte, 

Q As you said, you had no executive missions before your appointment 
as BDS? 

A Yes, 

Q At what time was that? 

A When I arrived in France until the appointment of the Higher SS 
and Police Fuehrer, 

Q You had the exclusive executive authority in the police sector 
at that time? 

A The secret military police end the secret military patira Gendarnje 
supported the military commando staff of the military edministration, 

Q I would like to pass on to the Document submitted by the Prosecution, 
Document 1629 PS, Was the exploding of synagogues one of the aims, tasks 
and activities of the SD in France? 


A Wo, 


Q The Security Police in France? 
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A No, this was not a task of the Security Police and it would not 
have been cacried out if it had not been ordered by the head of the 
Security Police, 

Q What is the proper significance of the fact that this document 
bears the reference number of Dannecker even though the letter is signed 
by you ? 

A This means that all questions concerning Jewry were organized or cor= 
rected at Dannecker's office, 

Q Where you were asked the question by the prosecution whether the order 
for the execution of Jews was issued by the RSHA, you answered: "Yes, by} 
Eichmann and Himmler," Please explain this, 

A I wanted to say that Eichmann always described his work as being 
an employee immediately subordin=te to Himmler in the set-up in the RSHA, 

I know that he always spoke of receiving the Himmler order, 

Q Document RF 1223 mentions the pressure being put on the French Govern= 

ment. This is a well known Document concerning the conference of Dannecker 
missions 

and Eichmann, Was this pressure one of the mmxzuxmx of the Security 

Police in France or not? 

A Not a mission of the Security Police in France. I don't know to 
whet extent the political offices worked in conjunction with the German Ambassador 
in Paris and with Himmler, VonRibbentrop and the French Government, 

Q Do you mean that this putting of pressure upon the Government was 
exclusively one of the missions of the offices of Eichmann and Denecker. 

A Wo,but Eichmann and Danacker also know of the question and were con- 
cerned with it. 

Q As I understand your answer correctly, you said that Dannecker made

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use of the office of the Security Police in order to carry out these Jewish 


actions, Were the offices of the Security Police independant and on their 


own beyond the work with Eichmann, especially as concerned the arrest of 
Jews, etc, 


A No. 


Q The prosecution has mentioned several names of commandos who were 


SD members. Can you say how large the percentage of the SD members was as 
far as commandoks are concerned, 

A I said thet there was a constant change in the personnel department 
of the RSHA. There was essentially a very smaller number of commandogs who 
were members of the SD, 

Q A little clarification is necessary. The prosecution stated that 
different commandot s of the Eins&tzgruppe were sent from the east to France 
and you were asked if you went to France es the commander of an Einsatzgruppe, 
Evidently you only wanted to say that you were employed in France as the 
commander of the Security Police and SD and not as a commander of the 
Einsatzgruppe, 

A Yes, for in France I don't know what functions the members who came 
from the east had. 

Q Do you know who organized Sauckel's special police service? 

A Sauckel's deputy together with a number of senior government officers 
from Sauckel's office, 


Q How far did the Security Police take a part in the or ganizing of this? 


Y Ò 
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A The Security Police only checked upon the security question and the 
different members, the supervision and the organizing of departments, accord- 
ing to a military or political point of view, was entirely up to Sauckel. He 
had experience with such police groups in other countries, 

Q Under whose jurisdiction was this special Sauckel police force? 

A Immediately under the jurisdiction of Sauckel's office with the 
military commander, 

Q Did you have any kind of executive power over this police as the BDS? 

A Wo, that was exactly what had been rejected, that there should be any 
subordination to this police force, 

Q No further questions, 

BY DR. GAWLIK; 

Q You testified that about ten to twelve members of the SD worked in 
France, Will you please elaborate briefly what the typical missions of these 
people in France were? 

LT. HARRIS; I object to that question on the basis that it has been 
asked and answered by the witness at length, s

DR. GAWLIK; Yes, there were only about ten or twelve members of 
the SD in France. These members were supposed to carry on interrogations, 


executions, organization and their reports were supposed to have been the 
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basis for the activities of Department 4. I would like to get an example 
of such activities. 


CAPTAIN TUBRIDY; The witness may answer, 


BY DR. sawn fioive an example of the activities, 


A The main office said that different organizations were to be em- 
ployed in the economic sector and the report on the different reports of the 
different offices were to show the effect of this work, first, with the 
German organizations end second within the French organizations. The aim 
was to find out where the work of these different offices over-laped, then 
the idea was to see that the same work that was carried out by five or six 
differant departments ,if it could `e carried out by two or three depertments, 
by cutting down on the over-laping work and activities, 

Q Give me a few broad examples of the activities of Amt. 6? 

A The activities of Amt. 6 was the carrying on of work with the aim 
of getting political information in France from the different political 
groups and getting information on the various channels in France. The 
people used for this work were Germans, who had such possible channele of 
information, or making use of Frenchmen or any other people who h=d the 
proper means of getting this information. 

Q You mention a number of people as commandogs, who were employed in 
Dannecker's office or Thomas! deputy as being members of the SD. Do you 
mean to say that Hagen for example still was a member of the SD when he was 
a commander, or that he was a member of the SD before he became a commander? 

A Hagen had formerly carried on some SD work. He was then ordered 


there in connection with war events and had to solve such orders and direct- 


SJ 


ives that were referred to him to solve. 
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Q You did not understand me. I will take another example. If 
a member of the SD was ordered transferred to Dannacker's command when 
he was a member of Dannacker's command did his membershiv in the SD 
cease and he became a former member of the SD? 

A That depended on whether his transfer was temporary one or not, 


There were other cases where members of the SD were transferred or went 


over completely to the Gestapo. If he worked with Dannacher he was no 


longer a member of the SD, He did not receive his instructions any longer 


from Amt. 3 or 6, 
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Q You then said that the reports of Amt III and Amt VI were handled 
by Amt VI. Were these reports basically suited to orders in executive 
measures by Amt IV, or were these reports only intended for the general 


information of Amt IV? 


A These reports were, sofar as Amt IV and this special task were 


wncerned, absolutely useless for Amt IV. They were general reports, and 
these reports were absolutely of no value for Amt IV, because they did 
not take the special wark and = tasks of Ant IV in that phisyiairy but 

it might be just that Amt IV ath these reports) received) something extant: 
_Wibeepeee..from which Ant IV could get information valuable am useful 

for it. 

Q This might become clearer if you would give an example of such 
report being handed from Amt II to Amt IV. 

A The department has perhaps received a general report in transport 
difficulties. This list$not only technical difficulties, but for example 
like material, etc., but in a general report it aight say that there is an 
assumption that there is a personnel net work here which is not endeavor- 
ing to get rid of these difficulties. 

A If you consider the reports given in France by Amt III to Amt IV, 
can you then answer this question. Would you say that t hese reports were 
oa suitable to cause crimes to be committed against peace, against 
humanity, and war crimes, or were these reports entirely outside the scope 
of these possibilities? 


A The reports were outside this scope. 


Q Thank you. The next grap. Who was head of the Dientstelle Thomas’? 


A Thomas himself, y d 
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A subordinate was Thomas, who was his superior? 
Heydrich, He was Heydrich's Deputy with the military commander, 
Q Was he subordinate to one of the departmental chiefs of Departments 
l to 7 of the RSHA? 
A This question can not be answered in the negative or the affirm- 
tive, because Thomas had a very special close relationship to Heydrich. 
Q You can answer this question then. Was the Dientstelle one of 
the organizations, or subordinate to any of the organizations of Amts III, 
IV, V, VI, or VII, or was it an independent office, besides these organi- 
zations? 
M. MONERRAY: I object to this question. The witness had 


already answered that the Dientstelle was proposed by members of a sub- 


organization of the RSHA, and was totally apart from the RSHA. 


CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: He may answer whether this was independent 
of Amts III, VI, IV, and Vand VII. 

THE WITNESS: The instructions given concerning the special 
work were also issued by these offices, by these departments. 
BY DR. GAWLIK: 

Q By departmental chiefs, or by Heydrich directly ? 

A The special comission were also set by the individual departments. 
Thomas was Deputy of Heydrich, who represented the interest of the chief 
of the Security Police with the military commander in France and in 
Belgium. But the intelligence information that was procured was passed 
on to the offices of the RSHA. 

Q Who was Thomas’ superior, wasthat Heydrich directly, or were t hese 


people Ohlendorf and Mueller, or neithe r? 
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A Heydrich himself. 

Q Then would you say that Thomas was classified in the eategory of 
Ohlendorf, Mueller ard Nebe? 

A I do not know whether he had that function of a departmental chief? 

Q I do not want to know whether he had the functions of a depart- 
mental chief. I want to know whose immediately subordinate he was? 

A Heydrich himself, 

Q Thank you. Did the mission of Dientstelle, or office of Thomas 
belong to the missions of Departments 3, 4 and 6, or did the Thomas Office 
have a special mission 3 

A CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: He already testified to that, hasn't he. 

Q DR. GAWLIK: No, not the missions. Just the orguisetions, and 
under whose jurisdiction he was. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: I think we are laboring øf this point now. 

DR. GAWLIK: This is a very important question /sofar as the Gestapo 
is concerned, and the cross examination took up this question. 

THE WITNESS: The missions at that time were all of a special 


character,and at that time, when we were considering the fact alone, that

Q Are the aims and objectives of the Inland SD known to you as an 
interior SD? 

A Yes. 

Q Did the blowing up ofthe synagogues belong tot he tasks and objec- 
tives of the Inland SD Art III? 

A No. 

Q Are the tasks and objectives of foreign intelligence and 6 known 
to you? 

A On the whole,jyes. 

Q Did the blowing up of synagogues belong tothe tasks and objec- 
tives of Amt VI? 

A No. 

Q What about Amt VII? 


A Also not to Amt VII. 
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Q Had it become publicly knowm how this blowing up of synagogues in 
Paris had become knowm, or come about? Not when they were blown up, but who 
had them blown up,and did it become khown in public. I mean, did every- 
one know? 

A I do not knw, it is possible but a considerable time later. 

Q What becqme knowh? 

A I donot knw. Isaid, if it had become known,it may only have 
become known considerable time later,
